Dreailful Ja^ss of Life ntar Sunderland. Ac- 
counts from Sunderland give an account of an 
explosion in a coalpit at Haswell colliery, about 
ten miles from Sunderland, which has caused 
the destruction of ninty-six human beings ! It 
is said that at the time of tlic accident there 
were a hundred persons in the pit, and that only 
three or fo«r have been saved. 

Farther particulars. This calamity appears to 
have been more dreadful than we tirst anticipated. 
The number of men in the pit at the time of the 
explosion, was nearly L>0. Only one man, it is 
said, has escaped alive uninjured. Upwa/ds of 
100 dead bodies have already been brought to 
the bank. It is utterly impossible to describe 
tiie dreadful anguish of the suiviving relatives. 


Fri'its of MfLLiRisM. Afler thebaiioest of 
the City Court had been cloted an Saturday, a 
respectable young lady approached the benchi 
and modestly asked an audience of his Honor 
Judge Brice. The Judge descended from his 
seat, and the young woman, whose name we 
suppress, appealed to him to know whether he 
could give her any redress or advice in relation 
to tlic entire neglect of her husband, who had 
become a proselyte to Millerism, and had for 
some time past declined all his ordinary avoca- 
tions in the anticipation of the speedy eoming of 
the Savior to judge the world. 

His honor, we suppose, some what perplexed 
by the novelty of the application,^ve the**better 
half in this instance at least, such conaolatory 
advice as the moment suggested, remarking that 
although perhaps such measures could not be ta«

A lat« numbcr 
of that French paper, the Journal of Rouen, an- 
nounces a singular rencontre which took place 
in that town not long since, when an equestri* 
an sUtue in bronze of the Duke •f Wellington, 
brought from Paris in the Luxor, was about to 
be landed on the quay lobe shipped for England 
The Tancarville arrived at the same moment 
with the statue of Napoleon, destined by the 
King to be erected at Ajaccio. They were con* 
signed to two dilTerent houses, between whom a 
dispnte arose as to the precedence in their being 
landed, during which the effigies of the two 
great capUins stood face to face on the decks of 
their respective vessels ! The commander of 
the port, however, decided that Napoleon should 
be the first landed, and tlie Duke the first to be 
re-embarked. 


Tiir Thievr's Dc5. Some sensation has 
been occasioned by the discovery of two strange- 
ly Constructed houses, (said to have been once 
the residence of Jonathan Wild) in West street, 
Smithficld, London, on the west side of Fleet 
Ditch, which buildings have, it appears, been 
long occupied by a gang of theives and receivers 
of stolen goods. One of these houses it seems, 
was fitted up as a shop ; but there are trap-doors 
behind the counter, cellars for the reception of 
property, in one of which was found a skull and 
human bones, nooks and recesses of all descrip- 
tions, as well as tiie means of convoying goods 
'^up the spout,** and of facilitating the escape of 
persons over the adjoining houses. That such a 
place should so long have existed in the heart 
of the metropolis withoutj detection, is extraor- 
dinaryj and the spot has been visited and explor- 
ed by noblemen and others, aa a great curiosity. 
The place is pulled down for improvement.

toward the lungs, he expired in great agony 12 
days afler the occurrence. The death of the 
Greek Poet, Anacreon, was occasioned in a sim- 
ilar manner, the seed of a grape being the sub- 
stance. The opening into the windpipe is so 
small that it would seem almost incredible that 
anytliing so large as a bean should slip through 
it. 


A youngr man named E. Dyer, aged about 20, 
residing at Chatham Four Corners, N' Y., was 
endeavoin^ to frighten several ladies by pointing 
his musket at them ; failing in this, he placed 
the gun against his stomach and his foot on the 
breccii, and his foot slipping againf^tthe trigger, 
the whole clmrge entered his bowels, causing 
instant death.
